Fruit Trees for Planting. 


BIGARREAU CHERRIES,” 


Tuese are chiefly distingnished from the 
preceding class by their firmer flesh. Their 
grewth is vigorous, branches spreading, and 
follage luxuriant, soft and drooping. 

Bigurreau, (or Yellow Spanish)—Large, 
pale vellow, with bright red cheek in the 
sun, flesh firm, juicy and delicious; one of 
the best, most beautiful and productive. 

Great Bigarreau—A very large, heauti- 
ful, dark cherry, resemeling Black ‘Tartar- 
ian, but larger and firmer anda few days 
dater, Origin uncertain. 

Marveille de Sept—A new French cherry 
remarkable for its lateness. Ripens with us 
the last of Angust. Tree a vigorous grow- 
erand good bearer.

DUKE AND MORELLO CHERRIES. 


THesg two classes of Cherries are very 
distinct. from the preceding. The trees 
aro of smaller size, end grow more slowly 
‘he lvav 8 are thicker and more erect, and 
ofa deeper green, The fruitis generally 
ground, and in color varying from light, like 
Belle de Choicy, to dark brown like May- 
duke or Mordilo. 

The dukes have stouterect branches us- 
ually. acd same of them,like Belle de Choisy 
and Reine Hortenese, quite sweet, whilst 
the Morells have slender, spreading branch- 
es, and acid fruit invariably. These two 
classes are peculiurly appropriate for Dwarfs 
and Pyramids, on the Mahaleb Stock and 
their hardiness renders them well worthy of 


attention in localities where the Heart and 
Bigarreaus are too tender. 

Early Richmond, Kentish, or Montmoren- 
cy—an early, red, acid cherry, very valua- 
ble for cooking early in the season.

PLUMS. 


Tue Plum is almost universally cultivated 
asastandard. For gardens, low standards 
with not over two feet of trunk, or pyramids 
are much more appropriate, 

Many sorts are as easily managed in the 
pyramidal form as the cherry or pear,— 
When too vigorous, root pruning can be re-~ 
sorted to, 

The curculio is the greatest enemy of the 
plum. It commences to puncture the young 
fruit when about the size of a pea, leaving 
a small, “erescent-shaped wound. ‘Che most 
efficient and practicable remedy that can be 
recommended to those who cultivate but a 
few trees in their fruit gardens, is to go over 
them once or twice a day, and shake or jar 
off the insects, with a quick, powerful move- 
ment, into a white sheet or cloth spread un- 
drneath to receive them, The cloth is 
guthered up and all the insects destroyed.— 
The morning is the best time, while the in- 
sects are somewhat torpid, but it should be 
done twice a day,

A pre-concerted 
engagement or attack by one party on the other, 
was prevented; but several lives were Jost, very 
many were badly wonnded. and probably the 
whole affair has been one of the most desparate 
election rows ever recoided, in this coantry.

We 
are, however, somewhat tenacious of the 
good name of our citizens and the character 
of Cincinnati, . And we ara not disposed 
to rest silently under the charges which have 
been so unservpulously made, and which are 
intended to hold us up to the kcorn and con- 
tempt of the country, even if they should oid 
the Democratic cause in Louisville, or help 
to elect Mr. Wise in Virginia, as hoped for 
by the Enquirer, There may have been 
bad men—we have no dovbt thera were— 
engaged inthe Eleventh Ward difficulty.

bib. That the existing rates and regula 
tions in regard to letters to or from. Cunndu 
and all other foreign countries remain un- 
changed. 

Unpaid letters «mailed before April Ist, 
1355, will be forwarded and. delivered upon 
the payment ofthe postage by the person 
addressed. 

Postage stamps and stamped envelope of 
the denothination of len cents will be prepa- 
red and issuvd speedily; and the Depart- 
ment will use every exertion to supply all 
the Post Offices with one and three cenr 
siamps also, as fast as (hey may be requi- 
red 

Absolute pre-payment being required on 
ull letters to places within the United States, 
from and after Ist of April, 1855, great care 
care should be used, as wellin prepaying 
the proper amonut, on letters above the 
weight of balf an ounce as on single Jetters 
Postmosters will post up conspicuonaly 


in their respective offices a notice calling } 


attention to the provisiow of the act requir- 
ing pre-payment. ; 

The provisions in regard to the registra- 
tion of valuable letters wiil be earried into 
effect and special instructions issued on the 
subject as soon as thé necessary blanks can 
be prepared and distributed.
